LONDON, May 10 (WP).--Jeremy Thorpe, who almost brought 
the Liberal party to a share of power, resigned as party leader today. 
His downfall was set in motion by Norman Scott. a jobless male 
model who alleged that he had once had a homosexual affair with 


Mr, Tharpe. 


Two years ago, polls here showed Mr. Thorpe was 
Britain's most admired politician. 


In the letter announcing his resignation, Mr. Thorpe, 47, said 
he had been the victim of “a sustained witch-hunt" by “sections 


of the press.” “The campaign of 
denigration which has already 
endured for over three months 
should be drawn by me as ean 
indivigual and not directed at 
Li collectively through their 
leader.” 

Once again denying Mr. Scott's 
assertions “categorically," Mr. 
Thorpe s?iu: 

“No man can effectively lead 
@ party if the greater part of 
his time has to be devoted to 
answering allegations as they 
arise and countermg continuing 
plots and intrigues.” 

Mr. ‘Thorpe had hoped to hold 
out until the autumn and an 
election by Liberals for the 
Jeaderstup. But his hand was 
forced from Oceanside, Calif. 
where last week Peter Bessell, a 
former Liberal member of Parlia- 
ment, told the Daily Mail that 
he had lied about payments to 
Mr, Scott to protect Mr. Thorpe. 

Durmg the weekend, s¢veral 
Liberals in the Lords and Com- 
mong made it clear that they 
were umsatisfied with Mr. 
Thorpe'’s denials and wanted a 
quicker resolution of his status. 

Released Letters 

Mr. Thorpe countered by re- 
leasing two letters he had written 
to Mr, Scott in 1961 and 1962. 
One of them, however, closed: 

“Bunnues can (and wills go to 
France. Yours affectionately, 
Jeremy. I miss you.” 

‘The language could be that of 
a playful public schoolboy—Mr. 
‘Thorpe went to Eton, It was also 
read im a way that cast doubt on 
his denial of a relatiooelp with 
Mr. Scott, So today, Mr. Thorpe 
gave up the fight. 

Plans to select a successor will 
be’ mapped tomorrow by the Lib- 
erals. Whoever he is, he takes 
over a divided, demoralized and 
fading party. 

In the 19th century, the Liber- 
als alternated in power with the 
Conservatives, a role they con-

tinued to play through World 
War 1. But they have been a 
largely spent foree, a distant 
third party, for the last 59 Fears. 
Mr. Thorpe, dynamic. witty and 
eloquent, led them in 2 starting 
recovery in the winter of 1974. 
The Liberals collected 6 million 
votes, one in five, and were in- 
vited to form a government with 
Edward Heath's Conservatives. 
Mr. Thorpe rejected the offer, 
clearing the way for Harold Wil- . 
son and Labor. The fortunes of 
Mr, Thorpe and his party have 
been on the decline ever sincc. 
Eight months later, the Liberals 
slipped back to 5.3 million votes.

in the Regional Assembly.

“Turkey Will Sign

Started in 1940 

The Senate study laid out a

Wis African trip provided Secretary of State 
Kissinger with two occasions on Which to 
respond to the less developed countries’ aspi- 
rations to reduce the real economic gap and 
the felt psychological gap between the wor.d's 
rich and poor.

Wis first pronouncement was a dramatic 
Proposal to “roll back the desert” in the sub-

Most coun- 
tries of this “bloc,” finding self-reform diffi- 
cult. instead seek resources primarily from 
the United States: Commodity agreements 
to support the price of their main exports; 
cheap technology unencumbered by patents: 


debt relief, including relief of the tmmense 
debts run up to Third World ail states: easier 
access to Western markets, and Third World 
Power in giobal economic decision-making. 
Skipping the touchy matter of self-uplift, 
Mr. Kissinger bore down prineipally on com- 
modities. But where many praducers want 
the assurance of steady and consumer-subsi- 
dized markets. he proposed a new “hank” to 
funnel private capital Into resource develop- 
ment. Few people outside the State Denart- 
ment see much need for a new bank. The 
idea is not strongly supported by other Exec- 
utive departments, The Congress will prov- 
ably pay more heed than Mr. Kissinger to 
corporate misgivings. The controversial rec- 
ord of Western corporations. in precisely the 
extractive industries that the proposal would 
most affect, is bound to be revived. All this 
does not necessarily mean it’s a bad ides. 
It means the United States is engaged in a 
negotiation. The Third World's purpose in 
initiating the negotiation, with ἃ demand for 
a “new international economic order,” is 
nothing less than to refit the world economy 
to. new political forces themselves still in a 
molten stage.

U.S. Defense Payload 


Concern over a soaring U.S. defense bud- 
get led the Congress to create a seven-mem- 
ber Defense Manpower Commission a few 
Years ago to seek ways to reduce the bigsest 
single element in military costs. The Pen- 
tagon, it was noted, was scheduled to pay 
$22 billion more in fiscal 1974 than 2 decade 
earlier, pre-Vietnam, for the pay and allow- 
ances of 400,000 fewer personnel. 


The problem has become worse since then. 
The high costs of military manpower have 
forced further reductions to almost 600,000 
below the 1964 level—a 22-per-cent cutback. 
But manpower costs, now 100 per cent higher 

‘than a decade ago, are scheduled to take 
57 per cent of the defense expenditures of 
$100 billion budgeted for the fiscal year 
beginning on Oct. 1. ͵ 


Neither President Ford nor his chief 
defense critics in both parties, Ronald Rea- 
gan and Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash.. have 
seriously addressed this central problem of 
the U.S. mNitary dilemma. Mr. Ford, who 
seems to be getting congressional approval 
Tor the $14-billion rise he has asked in 
defense budget authority, asserts confidence 
in the continued adequacy of U.S. military 
power despite a rapid rise in the quality and 
quantity of the Soviet strategic and conven- 
tional military forces. Mr. Reagan and Sen. 
@ackson argue that the United States is fall- 
ing behind and must do even more. 


The report submitted by the Defense Man- 
power Commission after its prolonged study 
makes it clear that the real problem is the 
volunteer Army. It has been netessary to 
make military pay comparable to civilian 
salaries to recruit even the present reduced 


level of forces, despite the recession and high 


unemployment. : 
To keep a mass army in being by volun- 
teer recrultment—something no other coun- 


try has attempted in recent memory—may - 


even require lifting military pay signifi- 
cantly above civilian levels once economic 
recovery takes hold. This conclusion by the 
Defense Manpower Commission has led it to 
recommend that the principle of pay com- 
parability be replaced by a grant of author- 
ity to a new federal compensation board to 
raise military pay above civilian levels, if 
necessary to compete successfally for man- 
power in a full employment economy. 

The commission urges that the standby 
draft be reconstituted to permit inductions 
Within 30 days of 8 mobilization call instead 
of the 90 to 110 days now expected, It adds 
that “there never had been the expectation 


that volunteers alone can meet emergency . 


military manpower requirements.” 
This recommendation deserves favorable 
action by the Senate, as do various proposals 


by the commission for hetter manpower’ 


management, which could eventually lead to 
Savings estimated at $3 to $4 billion a year. 
Moreover, despite opposition by the commis- 
sion, there should be action on administra- 
tion proposals to phase out subsidies for com- 
missary stores and to eliminate the 1-per- 
cent additional “kicker” every time a 3-per- 
cent cost-of-living adjustment is made in 
retirement pay. 

But all the economies proposed by the 
administration and the commission are mar- 
ginal compared to the excruciating costs im- 


posed on the defense budget by the volunteer
